THE "SLIDING SCALE" OF FEES 


What is the justification for a vari- 
able or sliding fee scale in the prac- 
tice of dentistry? Have you ever used 
it, or do you use it consistently in your 
daily practice? If or when you have 
used it, did you feel a little tug of 
conscience as though you were being 
somewhat dishonest in your patient 
relations? Was your decision to use 
it based on a lack of courage to apply 
a general fee increase that you sin- 
cerely felt you deserved; did you justi- 
fy its use by saying, “Well, everybody 
else does it, why shouldn’t I?” And 
finally, does the quality of your work 
vary with patients who are being 
charged different prices for identical 
services? These are important ques- 
tions that every practicing dentist must 
answer to himself, and sometimes even 
to his patients. 

Probably everyone knows what we 
mean by the “sliding scale,” but to be 
certain, it might be defined as the 
practice of establishing or determining 
the fee to be charged for a service not 
only by the nature of the service it- 
self, but by the capacity to pay of the 
person who receives it. Thus a wealthy 
person would be charged high fees 
while a poor man would receive a low 
one, and it is presumed that the man 
who performs these services winds up 
with a net income that is consistent 
with his skill and effort. It has even 
been recommended, in books and in 
practice management courses, that pa- 
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tients be classified into groups A, B, 
and C—each group with its own fee 
schedule and all new patients assigned 
to one group or another after a thor- 
ough grilling by the dentist or his as- 
sistant. Occasionally patients may even 
be graduated to a higher group if they 
pay promptly and show no signs of 
squirming when they receive their bills. 

If any business establishment were 
to use the sliding scale in its daily op- 
erations, it would soon be branded 
for sharp practices, and yet this curious 
financial method is deeply ingrained 
in the professions. In all fairness it 
must be said that its origin was doubt- 
less in the charity of the early prac- 
titioners of the healing arts who served 
everyone, regardless of income, and 
charged what they could when they 
could. (not always collecting for it) 
and made a pretty poor living at that. 

Some great medical centers today 
perform a similar service and with 
similar purpose. The thousands of dol- 
lars worth of free medical and surgi- 
cal care they give away each year to 
people who cannot pay no doubt justi- 
fies this practice in a free economy that 
has not yet completely solved the prob- 
lem of medical care for the poor. Any 
dentist who uses the sliding scale with 
the same nobility of purpose perhaps 
justifies its use. It is our opinion, how- 
ever, that on the individual level not 
only it this not the most effective means 
of solving the problem, but also that 











when the sliding scale is used, charity 
is rarely an important motive. The 
practice may even develop in a dentist 
that unhealthy state of mind in which 
he views each new patient with a ques- 
tioning eye, wondering how large a 
fee he’ll sit still for! 

If the state of mind of the dentist 
is unhealthy, that of the patient is 
even worse. We like to recall a story 
told a few years ago by one of our 
wealthiest patients, an eccentric old 
gentleman who used the sliding scale 
to his own advantage. Dressed in his 
dirty garden clothes, he visited one of 
Chicago’s leading surgeons, wrangled 
a free gall bladder operation by agree- 
ing to be operated on in front of stu- 
dents, and then, to the surgeon’s great 
discomfiture, arranged for a_ private 
room and a day and night nurse for 
himself. This story was confirmed by 
a mutual friend and we believe it to 
be true although the old gentleman’s 
description of the surgeon’s anger was 
no doubt slightly embellished. 

Undoubtedly a certain amount of 
the average layman’s uneasiness or 
sense of insecurity when he first visits 
a professional man is based on his 
anticipation of running afoul of the 
sliding scale. And that is one reason 
why it is of such great importance, 
for a professional particularly, to quote 
his charges before the service has be- 
gun; then, even though a patient may 
not be sure whether or not his fee

has been determined by the excellence 
of his tailor or the manner of his 
speech, he does at least have the priv- 
ilege of rejecting the service if the fee 
seems too high. 

Is there justification for a dentist’s 
fees being different for similar services? 
There certainly is. There are occasion- 
al—sometimes many—instances in a 
professional man’s life when he realiz- 
es, either from a general inflationary 
trend or from the increased demands 
that are made on him because of his 
good reputation, that it behooves him 
to increase his fees. 

To do this is not only good business, 
but it is the very essence of the opera- 
tion of the law of supply and demand 
as it functions in a free economy. But 
if the dentist is conservative and is 
uncertain whether or not he has ac- 
curately interpreted what seems to be 
a trend, he may not wish to raise all 
his fees at once to all his patients. So 
he usually does two things: he raises 
those fees which he feels most urgently 
need correcting, and he raises them 
with patients who are least likely to 
complain. If he encounters few ob- 
jections, he continues the raise until 
his entire clientele has felt it. Perhaps 
in the lowest level of patients consider- 
able resistance is met, and some pa- 
tients may leave the practice, but again, 
this is simply the operation of the law 
of supply and demand, and if the de- 
mands for the services of a particular 
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dentist exceed his ability to provide 
them, he is certainly expected to gain. 

Another instance where there may 
be a marked variance in fee levels is 
in the case of dentists who serve a small 
segment of very well-to-do patients that 
demand and are quite willing to pay 
for special service. These dentists may 
leave substantial periods of “buffer” 
times each day for the express purpose 
of accommodating their patients im- 
mediately when they call. Any dentist 
who does not cater to their time re- 
quirements—and with busy executives 
this is a “must”—simply cannot hold 
these people in his practice. As we have 
said, these people not only expect to 
pay for the attention, but in a sense 
they insist on it, wishing always to 
be assured of immediate care. In all 
phases of their daily life, they are ac- 
customed to use money to simplify 
their existence and make it more com- 
fortable, and they can well afford it. 
It is an interesting fact that any den- 
tist who undercharges these people 
loses their respect, and their patronage 
also. 

Does the quality of the work ever 
vary with the fee? We have asked this 
question of many dentists and they 
have uniformly answered in the nega- 
tive. Even though it may be said that 
this is the obvious answer and they 
couldn’t very well say “yes,” their an- 
swers are probably pretty close to the 
truth. Most dentists try hard to do 





their very best at all times, not only 
because of professional honesty, but 
because they have learned that “preci- 
sion preparations mean fewer failures.” 
It has long been a belief of ours that 
there is nothing quite as effective as 
an adequate fee to encourage the best 
possible performance. And any den- 
tist, who receives from all of his pa- 
tients fees that in his opinion reward 
him well for the fine restorations he 
produces, is in the long run going to 
do a consistently superior brand of 
dentistry. 

Because the “sliding scale” has long 
been a subject of controversy, we real- 
ize that not all of the readers of these 
few pargaraphs will agree with the 
opinions that have been expressed. The 
subject of fees is one of the most com- 
plex and interesting ones in all dental 
economics, and although much _ has 
been written about it, there is much 
more to be said. Dr. Cecil Bliss of 
Sioux City has accepted the chairman- 
ship of the highly controversial sec- 
tion on fees of a week-long workshop 
that will be held at Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan this September under the sponsor- 
ship of the W. K. Kellogg Institute 
of Graduate and Postgraduate Den- 
tistry, and many of us are looking for- 
ward with great interest to the results 
of that particular study. Since “‘it’s 
Your Business” too, why not drop this 
column a line and tell us how you feel 
about the sliding scale.

Dear Dr. Schoen: 


A drastic change in the fundamental rules of the Illinois State Dental Society 
is being proposed. The revision of the Constitution and By-Laws as published in 
the March 1953 issue of the Illinois Dental Journal affects each individual mem- 
ber of the Illinois State Dental Society. 

Some of the pertinent sections of these proposals are: 

(1) Privilege of Representation. Chapter II, section 90, of the By-Laws sets 
up a House of Delegates whereby the Chicago representation is only equal to 
that of the rest of the’ State, whereas the Chicago dentists constitute 3/5 of the 
total dues-paying members. This seems a doubtful privilege when it appears to 
be biased in favor of a minority. 

(2) Certification of Delegates. Chapter V, section 20, does not provide for the 
election of these delegates by the individual members who are to be repre- 
sented. The question then arises: What methods will be used for their selection? 

(3) Powers of the House of Delegates. Chapter V, section 30, item C states “It” 
(House of Delegates) “shall have the power to enact, amend and repeal the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of this Society.” Doesn’t this seem an unwarranted grant of 
authority? With these powers even this newly proposed constitution could be 
scrapped by this autonomous body without recourse to the membership. 

(4) Duties of the House of Delegates. Chapter V, section 40, item A. “It shall be 
the duty of the House of Delegates to elect the elective officers.” No longer will 
we be able to personally vote for the President, President-Elect and Vice-President 
of our Society. 

(5) Composition of Committees. Chapter X, section 20, provides discriminatory 
representation on committees. It places only two members of the Chicago Dental 
Society on each of the five-man committees. Is it necessary to have an un- 
equal distribution of committeemen selected on a sectional basis? 

It is vital that every dues-paying member read and understand the proposed 
revision of the Constitution so that he can protect his rights in organized den- 
tistry. 

On Wednesday, May 13, 1953, at the annual meeting of the Illinois Dental So- 
ciety in Peoria, Illinois, the attending members will be asked to choose between 
retaining democratic principles or subjugating their rights and privileges as mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Dental Society and the American Dental Association.

We have emphasized the word 
proposed here, for a'reason which we will get back to in a moment. 

First, let us congratulate the Committee on Constitution and Bylaws for the 
results of their long labor. They have worked on this instrument for over a year, 
and in that time they have held countless meetings. From time to time they have 
reported back to the Council of the State Society; on many points, legal and other- 
wise, they have secured advice from the officials and staff of the A.D.A. The com- 
mittee consists of chairman, Harold Oppice, Chicago, who is a former Illinois 
trustee, past-president of the A.D.A., and former chairman of the A.D.A. Con- 
stitution and Bylaws Committee; L. H. Jacob, Peoria, Illinois trustee and former 
secretary of the Illinois State Dental Society; F. W. Graham, Morris, former coun- 
cilman; T. C. Starshak, Chicago, treasurer of the State Society and former coun- 
cilman; and Herman Wenger, Chicago, former councilman. 

Now, back to our first paragraph and the emphasis on proposed. This pro- 
posed revision is to come up for adoption during the Annual Meeting of the 
State Society in Peoria, May 11-14. Each member should read this proposed revi- 
sion and think about it. The committee has struggled long, earnestly and very 
hard over every part of it. They realize that it proposed a radical change and 
also that it may be imperfect. They think it proposes a more democratic form of 
government for our Society than the present constitution; most other states and 
the A.D.A. now have a House of Delegates about as in this proposal. Any mem- 
ber who wishes to express an opinion about this proposed change should be in at- 
tendance at the May meeting; the committee will welcome suggestions. — Wm.
